Writes On 
Schools 


Nearly everyone knows 
that the red stripe on the red 
barber pole was put tliere 
to advertise the fact that 
barbers were the profes¬ 
sional bloodletters in the 
days when the bleeding of 
patients was a standard 
treatment for many ills. And 
everyone in Sierra Madre 
who knew dear old Dr. 
George Purnell, who died 
only last year, knows he 
was a member of the first 
cla.ss of dentists over gradu¬ 
ated by any college or uni¬ 
versity in the world. Not 
long before the War Be¬ 
tween the States a noted 
dentist rode horseback to 
the University of Maiyland 
to urge it to install a col¬ 
lege of dentistry but the 
plea was rejected on the 
ground that it would bo 
beneath the dignity of the 
university to establish a col¬ 
lege for barbers. Tiie den¬ 
tist advocating such a radi¬ 
cal innovation rode on to 
present his idea to the Uni¬ 
versity of Pennsylvania, but 
there, too, it was rejected. At 
that time dentistry was 
taught by the apprentice 
method and the general be¬ 
lief was that dentistry 
couldn’t be taught in 
schools. The war showed the 
need of many more dentists 
a few years later the Uni 
\'ersity of Maryland in 
stalled the first real college 
of dentistry — and Dr. Pur 
nell was in the first class.
